BACKTO SCHOOL 

Seniors share hopes, 
fears of life after school

High school senior Cameron Hutchens’ future is sten¬ 
ciled on his car’s rear windshield. 

It’s a decal of the Marine Corps insignia that Hutchens 
designed himself, a symbol of the military branch he’ll be 
enlisting with after graduation. 

Hutchens, who has been 
member of a paramilitary 
group called Young Marines 
since age 12, did his homework. 

Hutchens knows he can 
use 40 percent of his post 9/11 
GI Bill toward schooling. He 
knows he’ll be shipped off for 
basic training for 13 weeks 
starting June 10,2013. 

He knows that, unlike him¬ 
self, many members of the 
Class of 2013 are uncertain 
about what life will be like 
after graduation. 

According to Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, more than 68 
percent of high school graduates enrolled in college in 2011, 
about 2.1 million students in total. 

Many, like Hutchens, will enlist in the military. 

“A lot of people don’t know, which isn’t a bad thing,” 
Hutchens said. “Some people just have plans and make 
them quicker than others.” 

Hutchens’ plan is to become an officer in the Marine 
Corps, maybe join the infantry or presidential guard.

“Of course, there are benefits, but it’s not just about 
that,” he said. “I want to serve my country; I wanted to 
since I was 8 years old, and I figured, why not serve with 
the best of the best? I’m looking forward to the challenge.” 

Is he also looking forward to first day of the last year of 
Hutchens’ high school career? Well, not so much. 

“I’ve tried not to think about it,” Hutchens said Monday,

King: Gov. 
trying to 
'buy votes' 
for Stevens 

Stevens'offer to deliver 
road funds sparks firestorm 
as King, Conway trade barbs

An effort by state representative 
candidate Kent Stevens to deliver 
state road funds to Anderson County 
touched off a political firestorm last 
week, including allegations by his 
opponent, 
state Rep. Kim 
King, that Gov. 

Steve Beshear 
is “funneling 
slush funds” 
into Stevens’ 
campaign to 
“buy votes.” 

It also 
resulted 
in a biting 
exchange 
between 
Judge- 
Executive 
John Wayne 
Conway and 
King over her 
efforts to help 
Anderson 
County. 

Stevens 
(D-Lawrence- 
burg), who 
lost his seat 
in 2010 to 
King (R-Har- 
rodsburg), 
appeared at 
last Tuesday’s 
meeting of 
the Anderson 
County Fiscal 
Court, say¬ 
ing he met 
recently with a friend in the state’s 
Transportation Cabinet who told him 
contingency paving funds might be 
available for Anderson County. 

Stevens said Don Pasley, who serves 
as commissioner of the state’s Depart¬ 
ment of Rural and Municipal Aid, 
told him to ask Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway for a list of county 
roads that need to be paved and Pasley 
would “see what he can do.” 

Conway gave Stevens that list dur¬ 
ing the meeting, which includes six 
county roads and an estimated pav¬ 
ing cost of $416,375. Conway said he 
knew before the meeting that Stevens 
wanted the list and met with a person 
from Mago Construction to obtain the 
estimate. 

“This seems like a political ploy, 
nothing more, nothing less,” King said 
several days later. “This is just the good 
old boy system at work funneling tax 
dollars into Anderson County to try to

Peach said. He was not joking. 

At issue is the football 
scoreboard, which has been in 
use at Hollie Warford Stadium 
since 2005. However, the school 
started having problems 
with the unit in 2007 and was 
thought to be beyond repair 
after last season. 

At the same time, the 
baseball scoreboard at Barnes 
Memorial Field, installed in 
2004, was often malfunction¬ 
ing as well. 

In July, school athletic 
director Rick Sallee asked 
the Anderson County Board 
of Education for just under 
$26,000 to replace both units 
but was turned down. 

Board chairman Roger 
McDowell at the time told 
Sallee that the school should 
get the existing football score- 
board repaired. “You may have 
to be out there with crayons 
and paper for that first foot¬ 
ball game, but 25,000 bucks 
is a lot,” McDowell said at the 
time. 

For teams, however, a mal¬ 
functioning clock is a bigger 
issue. In 2007, during Ander¬ 
son’s undefeated season, the 
scoreboard went out early 


in the Jeffersontown game, 
which Anderson eventually 
held on to win, 20-14. That 
night, the official clock was 
kept by the official stationed 
in front of the J-town bench 
on the far side of the field. 

“That was the hardest game 


I have ever had to coach in 19 
years,” said Anderson coach 
Mark Peach. “You did not 
know how much time was left 
which made it very difficult 
to coach.” 

Since then, several games 
have been delayed by mal¬ 


functions, including last year’s 
state semi-final game between 
Anderson and Southwestern. 

According to an e-mail from 
Kentucky High School Athlet¬ 
ic Association Commissioner 
Julian Tackett, forwarded to 
The Anderson News by asso¬ 
ciation spokesman Elden May, 
“There is no rule against or for 
having a scoreboard, hence no 
penalty,” Tackett said. 

However, the game in 2007 
demonstrated the difficulty 
of playing the game without a 
reliable clock. “If clock is out, 
line judge (official normally 
on the press box side) keeps 
the clock when there are four 
officials. The back judge (deep 
in the defensive backfield) 
keeps it when there are five 
officials,” Tackett said. 

Most Anderson games uti¬ 
lize five officials. 

The school was able to get 
a representative of Sport- 
able Scoreboards, a company 
located in Murray, to repair 
the football unit last week. It 
was working during Friday’s 
scrimmage with Danville and 
on Saturday, when Anderson 
County Middle School played 
Henry County. 

Some digits, however, were 
not clear. 

Anderson County school 
superintendent Sheila Mitch¬ 
ell said the baseball score¬ 


board was still under warranty 
but the football unit was not. 
She estimated the cost of the 
repairs at $1,400 to $1,500. “We 
hope that getting them fixed 
will get us through the next 
couple of years, but we’ll have 
to evaluate that throughout 
the season,” she said. 

“They had to repair some 
modules,” Peach said. “We 
have had to do that several 
times in the past.” 

Sallee added, “We are pray¬ 
ing that it works Friday night.” 

If it doesn’t, the school now 
has a smaller portable score- 
board it can use, just in case. 

Tackett said the Anderson 
“coaching staff contacted me 
earlier in the year looking for 
guidance on a portable/tempo¬ 
rary clock. 

“Apparently a big hullaba¬ 
loo over there.” 

Meanwhile, Peach does not 
want the scoreboard to be a 
hindrance on the home field. 

“ Knowing the time is 
crucial,” he said. “We don’t 
want our boys to be penalized 
because we don’t have the 
things needed to play.”

buy an election.” 

King called the con¬ 
tingency money a “slush 
fund for the governor... 
to spend at his will and 
pleasure.” 

“Does Kentucky have 
the money for this?” 

King asked rhetorically. 
“Numerically, ethically 
and morally Kentucky 
isn’t in any kind of shape 
for that, and that’s the 
kind of thing that has 
people disenfranchised 
and disenchanted. 

“In Anderson County 
alone, the school board 
has lost over $450,000 
in SEEK [Support Edu¬ 
cation Excellence in 
Kentucky] funds. The 
$416,000 used from this 
slush fund would bring 
the county’s SEEK funds 
up to snuff. I’d much 
rather see that.” 

Stevens, who held the 
seat from 2009-10 before 
losing to King, said going 
to a fiscal court meeting 
about road funds wasn’t 
designed to benefit his 
campaign. 

“Not really,” he said. 

“It wasn’t intended to do 
that. The only motive is 
that there were funds 
available.” 

Conway, the judge- 
executive, agreed. 

“I don’t think it did,” 
said Conway, a registered 
Democrat. “But make no 
bones about it, I’m fully 
supporting Kent Stevens 
for representative. He’s 
like family to me.” 

Asked for a response 
to King’s statement 
about Beshear using 
“slush funds to buy 
votes,” Stevens reiterated 
that he spoke only with 
Pasley and hasn’t dis¬ 


cussed the issue with the 
governor. 

The Anderson News 
attempted to interview 
Pasley and Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary Michael Hancock 
to see if it’s common for 
an out-of-office political 
candidate to coordinate 
road funds into counties, 
and if Pasley working 
with Stevens was politi¬ 
cally motivated. 

Cabinet spokesper¬ 
son Chuck 
Wolfe 
said both 
deferred 
questions to 
him. 

“You 

don’t have 
to be in 
office to 
make a 
request,” Wolfe said. “It’s 
not uncommon... it’s rou¬ 
tine.” 

Asked if that includes 
candidates for office, 
Wolfe said, “I can’t 
remember ever getting 
questions about some¬ 
thing like this.” 

During his appearance 
last Tuesday, Stevens 
prefaced his remarks by 
saying that Anderson 
County has had “a lean 
couple of years” and that 
it’s time for the county 
to get “its fair share.” 

However, figures 
obtained from the judge- 
executive’s office show 
that Anderson has actu¬ 
ally received more con¬ 
tingency funds ($300,000) 
in King’s first year in 
office than the total it 
received ($147,000) in 
Stevens’ two years on the 
job. 

On Monday, Stevens 
said by “lean couple of 
years” he wasn’t refer¬ 
ring to anything specific. 

“Everything is lean,” 
he said. “It wasn’t in ref-

erence to anything other 
than the fact that the 
county roads need help, 
no matter what.” 

Conway said he and 
Magistrate Forrest Dale 
Stevens secured the 
$300,000 in contingency 
funds last year, and that 
King had nothing to do 
with it. 

Asked why he didn’t 
go through King’s office, 
Conway said it’s because 


he didn’t think she could 
secure any funding. 

Asked why, Conway 
answered, “You know 
why.” 

King agreed, say¬ 
ing it would have been 
impossible for her to get 
money “from the gover¬ 
nor’s slush fund” because 
she’s a Republican. 

“He [Conway] realizes 
this is a slush fund for 
the governor to prop up 
local candidates in tar¬ 
geted areas,” she said. 

Conway added that 
King has never offered 
to help with “anything.” 

King said that’s not 
true. She said she has 
contacted Conway 
numerous times to offer 
her assistance. 

“In early 20111 was 
researching roads and 
called the judge,” she 
said. “He said he works 
directly with the Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet and 
didn’t need anything.” 


King also referenced 
a series of emails sent to 
Conway’s office, none 
of which were ever 
answered. 

“The judge in Ander¬ 
son County doesn’t use 
email, so I have to send 
them to his deputy,” King 
said. 

King said those emails 
included information 
about grant workshops, 
park improvement 

opportuni¬ 
ties, infor¬ 
mation 
about tax 
rates, award 
nominees 
and an email 
about get¬ 
ting a sign 
through the 
Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet to honor the 
middle school for win¬ 
ning the World Archery 
Shoot two years ago. 

“He has never 
responded to a single 
email and never request¬ 
ed any assistance with 
roads,” King said. 

“I told everyone when 


I took office that I don’t 
use email,” Conway said 
Monday afternoon. 

On Monday morning, 
Stevens said all he was 
trying to do was help 
Anderson County get its 
roads paved. 

“If I can do something 
to help Anderson Coun¬ 
ty, why wouldn’t I do it?” 
he said. “I saw this as an 
opportunity to help the 
county and, if given the 
opportunity again, I’d 
try to help again.” 

King said she has had 
a “target on her head” 
since winning her seat, 
including an effort by 
Democrats last year to 
redistrict her out of her 
own House seat, which 
eventually proved 
unsuccessful. 

“Someone in the 
opposition party felt 
they had to get rid of 
me,” she said, “and have 
spoon-fed lump sums of 
$10,000 to my opponent. 

“This makes the 
choice in November very 
clear, and I’m going to 
continue on my track

EDITORIAL 

Who among you will 
raise a hand in public? 

Subservience awaits those who don't demand 
honesty from themselves and those they elect 

A private show of hands, please, from those who think that 
the state Transportation Cabinet’s efforts to use political 
candidate Kent Stevens to deliver “contingency” road pav¬ 
ing funds to Anderson County was not politically motivated in 
any way (See story, Al.) 

C’mon, no one’s looking. Even you lifelong Democrats who can’t 
stand Republicans — especially Republicans like Kim King — can 
raise your hands. 

There. That was relatively painless and now that most of us are 
willing to be honest — those who refused to raise your hands are 
dismissed; go on, now, find something else to read — the rest of us 
can have an honest discussion about this issue and its root cause. 

During the past week we’ve talked at length with local Demo¬ 
crats about this issue. Most begin by defending Stevens whole¬ 
heartedly, saying that this is how the system works and, like it or 
not, that’s not going to change. 

As those conversations progressed, though, they started to 
equivocate, correctly saying that if given the chance, Republicans 
would do the same thing. 

Then, in a moment of clarity, most admitted (albeit in a hushed 
voice) that what happened during last week’s fiscal court meeting 
just didn’t feel right. In fact, a couple of card-carrying, rock-ribbed 
Democrats with whom we spoke referred to it as “greasy.” 

Now, before you rascally Republicans get too carried away with 
glee, drop the pious attitude because your party demonstrated 
that you’re capable of the same types of shenanigans when Ernie 
Fletcher was in office. You all have plenty of grease on your 
hands, too, so knock it off. 

This is not the individual fault of Kent Stevens, Judge-Execu¬ 
tive John Wayne Conway, Kim King or anyone else left to swim 
in the flotsam and jetsam wrought by the carrot-danglers in state 
government.

Class of 2013: 

I apologize in advance. 

Many of you won’t read this 
column, because according to 
some of your elders, you’ve 
never seen a newspaper. 

For those who 
decided to engage 
in the archaic 
ritual of reading 
the weekly news¬ 
paper, I’d like to 
extend an apology 
on behalf of oth¬ 
ers who believe 
today’s youth 
don’t know how to 
string a sentence 
together unless 
it includes text 
speak like “LOL” or 
“OMG.” 

I’m not the first to say it, 
but I’ll say it anyway: This 
country is not going to hell in 
a hand basket with students 
like you in charge. 

Our back to school feature, 
published on Al, profiles five 
Anderson County High School 
seniors and their thoughts on 
the first day of their last year 
of secondary education. 

Interviewing five high 
school seniors does not repre¬ 
sent the whole of your class. 

If it was humanely possible, 
I would have loved to sit down 
with every senior willing to 
tell his or her story. 

Exciting. Scary. Nervous. 
Those were the three words 
used most to describe what 
these high school seniors were 
feeling about today, the first 
day back. 

Words like “pressure” and 
“stress” peppered conversa¬ 
tions about senior year as 
well, a time for cramming in 
as many AP classes, part-time 
jobs and extracurricular activi¬ 


ties as possible without col¬ 
lapsing from exhaustion. 

Some attacked the idea of 
the future with a strategic 
plan for military service or col¬ 
lege enrollment. Others spoke 
about a more vague idea of the 
weeks following graduation, 
but were confident they’d find 
something to do. A few apolo¬ 
gized for hesitating on ques¬ 
tions like “where you do you 
see yourself in five years?” and 
“what do you want your high 
school legacy to be? How do 
you want to be remembered?” 

High school is a fuzzy, dis¬ 
tant memory for me — and I’d 
argue that’s the case for many 
of our Anderson News readers 
— but feeling uncertain about 
the future is not. 

The worst part is not know¬ 
ing, not knowing whether the 
future is lurking around the 
corner or waiting patiently for 
you to arrive. 

One of the seniors, Kerry 
Baird, said it was hard for him 
to think of where he’d be in 
five years because he didn’t 
know what he should be 
expecting. 

“You can’t take guesses,” he 
said. “Something that long, you 
can’t plan ahead.” 

Anderson County High 
School seniors are trying their 
best to prepare for the future 
despite their blindness. 

And they may not know 
where they’ll be in five years, 
only mustering an “I don’t 
know” for an answer. 

One thing is for sure — feel¬ 
ing uncertain is certainly 
nothing they need to apologize 
for.

am writing in response 
to Jerry Milburn’s guest 
column last week regard¬ 
ing faith columnist Jess 
Thompson’s piece titled 
“Facts non-believers don’t 
want to read.” 

Mr. Milburn said that 
Jesus is not a historical 
person because he is only 
found in the Bible, which 
Mr. Milburn considers unre¬ 
liable. 

Historians test the reli¬ 
ability of a historical docu¬ 
ment by comparing it with 
other documents of the 
time period. Josh McDowell, 
in his book “The New Evi¬ 
dence,” says many historical 
writers of the first and sec¬ 
ond centuries, both Chris¬ 
tian and secular, record 
events of Jesus’ life. He lists 
in his book seven secular 
writers that mention Jesus 
in their writings. He also 
identifies Jewish references 
to Jesus. 

Many of these writers 
were hostile to Jesus and 
Christianity, yet recorded 
events of his life. There are 
other non-Biblical Christian 
writers of the time that 
mentioned Jesus. By all 
standards used by modern 
historians, Jesus is a histori¬ 
cal person. 

Mr. Milburn wrote: “We

throughout history.” He 
states that the story of 
Jesus was created and 
then passed down from 
generation to genera¬ 
tion, with each genera¬ 
tion changing the story 
to suit them. 

According to writer 
Josh McDowell, in 
his book “A Ready 
Defense,” the reliabil¬ 
ity of the transmission 
of the New Testament 
from generation to 
generation can be 
demonstrated by the 
manuscript evidence. 
The books of the New 
Testament were written 
in the latter half of the 
first century. Copies of 
copies of copies were 
made by hand over the 
centuries. Over 24,000 
ancient manuscript 
copies of portions of 
the New Testament 
have been found. There 
are minor variations 
between some of the 
New Testament manu¬ 
scripts. However, only 
40 lines of the New 
Testament are in doubt 
and none of them 
affects a key doctrine 
of the Christian faith. 
No other document of 
antiquity has so many 
ancient manuscripts. 

The closest one is 
Homer’s Iliad, written 
in 900 B.C., for which 
there are 643 manu¬ 
scripts. There are less 
than 50 partial or com¬ 
plete copies of most 
other ancient writings 
such as Plato and Aris¬ 
totle. Based on the type 
of evidence used to 
validate other books of 
antiquity, the evidence 
shows overwhelmingly 
that the Bible has been 
reliably transmitted 
from generation to gen¬ 
eration. 

Mr. Milburn said 
there is a contradiction 
between Matthew 1:16 
and Luke 3:33 regarding 
the name of the father 
of Joseph. The Bible 
says Joseph was Jesus’ 
earthly father (not his 
biological father), but 
God was his true father. 
The genealogy in Mat¬ 
thew says Joseph’s 
father is Heli and the 
genealogy in Luke says 
Joseph’s father is Jacob. 
But the apparent con¬ 
tradiction is greater 
than just the two names 
of the father of Joseph. 
The two genealogies, 
at least back to Kind 
David, are entirely dif¬ 
ferent. Also, Joseph and 
Mary are mentioned 
in the Luke genealogy; 
only Joseph is men¬ 
tioned in the Matthew 
genealogy. 

Many believe the 
Luke genealogy is for 
the line of Joseph (Jesus’ 
legal father) and the 
Matthew genealogy is 
for the line of Mary 
(Jesus’ biological line). 
There are other plausi¬ 
ble explanations as well. 

Many apparent con¬ 
tradictions in the Bible 
are simply the different 
perspectives of two per¬ 
sons or witnesses. For 
instance, one witness 
may say I went through 
Frankfort to get to Lex¬ 
ington. Another witness 
may say I went through 
Versailles to get to 
Lexington. There is an 
apparent contradiction. 


However, if I had gone 
through both Frankfort 
and Versailles to get to 
Lexington then there is 
no real contradiction. 

Mr. Milburn claimed 
there are over 1,000 
contradictions in the 
Bible and referred to 
a website to back up 
that claim. I went to 
the website and took a 
quick look at a few of 
those contradictions. 

I am no Bible scholar, 
but it was obvious to 
me the creator of that 
website has very little 
understanding of the 
Bible, does not consider 
the context of indi¬ 
vidual sentences from 
the Bible when quoting 
them, chooses trans¬ 
lations that give the 
greatest appearance of 
a contradiction for spe¬ 
cific verses, and reads 
things into the text that 
were not intended by 
the author. 

Mr. Milburn wrote 
that the entire story of 
Jesus may have been 
stolen from a pagan 
god named Mithra. 

I researched Mithra 
in several Wikipedia 
articles and I found 
very few similarities 
between this cult and 
Christianity. 

There is no basis 
whatsoever for a state¬ 
ment that “the entire 
story of Jesus” may 
have been stolen from 
an earlier pagan reli¬ 
gion. 

Yes, the Bible is a reli¬ 
able account of God’s 
work in the world and 
the life of Jesus. 

When I began to 
investigate Christian¬ 
ity during my early 
30s I did so because, 
even though I was liv¬ 
ing a very blessed life 
in terms of family and 
things, I had begun to 
realize that in the big¬ 
ger picture life was 
pretty meaningless. 

I wondered if there 
might be some mean¬ 
ing in Christianity so 
I investigated. What I 
found out was that God 
is real, he is holy and 
righteous, I am sinful, 
and my sin separated 
me from God - in this 
life and in eternity. I 
needed a solution for 
my problem. God pro¬ 
vided that solution by 
allowing his own son, 
Jesus, to be punished for 
my sin. 

He only required 
that I turn away from 
my sin and trust Jesus 
as my Savior and Lord. 
After nearly a year 
of investigation and 
study I came to believe 
Jesus was exactly who 
he claimed to be and I 
trusted him as Savior 
and Lord. 

As a result I no lon¬ 
ger fear death, I have 
peace of mind, and 
I have hope for the 
future even when life 
is difficult. As a bonus, 
life now has deep mean¬ 
ing for me.

Not believing 
in God is'ultimate 
absurdity'

irst there is abso¬ 
lutely no evidence 
against the exis¬ 


tence of God. While this 
is a negative argument, 
nevertheless, evidence 
for the existence of God 
can be found in logic 
and reason with the use 
of historical events. 

Documented miracles 
attest to the existence 
of God. A miracle is an 
event that was caused 
outside the laws of 
nature such as a rais¬ 
ing of the dead and 
not a mere oddity or 
an extremely unusual 
happening.

Living tissue and 
blood with all the prop¬ 
erties of living blood in 
an uncontrolled envi¬ 
ronment that is over 
1,300 years old cannot 
be explained by any 
natural or scientific 
method. The miracle 
involves a sacrament 
of the Roman Catholic 
Church corresponding 
to the one God of Chris¬ 
tians and is strong evi¬ 
dence for the existence 
of God. 

Many more examples 
of miracles can be given 
but this suffices. 

The argument of 
causality is another 
example of evidence 
proving the existence of 
God. 

All things are caused 
but the initial cause 
must itself be uncaused. 
This uncaused cause is 
God. 

Nothing cannot 
cause something into 
being. Life itself comes 
from life. Life doesn’t 
come out of non-life. 
Therefore, all life must 
ultimately be caused by 
that, which is life itself. 
This life being we call 
God must have existed 
eternally which is out¬ 
side of time. 

It is illogical to say 
that all causes come 
from an endless series 
of causes and no 
uncaused caused is nec¬ 
essary. It would mean 
that the present time of 
all things are simulta¬ 
neously the cause and 
effect of each other. 

This is absurd. The 
present now is depen¬ 
dent upon a cause now, 
which must be outside 
of time. 

From the argument 
of cause and effect we 
get the argument of 
change as evidence for 
God.

The argument of per¬ 
fection is also good evi¬ 
dence for the existence 
of God. 

We all recognize that 
some things are bet¬ 
ter than others, and 
the degrees of being 
have levels of goodness. 
Therefore we recog¬ 
nize the superiority of 
all the different ways 
of being. The level or 
degree of perfection is 
the standard by which 
all degrees and levels 
are measured. If degrees 
of perfection pertain to 
being then the ultimate 
level and perfect being 
would be God. 

Other arguments 
used to give evidence 
for the existence of God 
are the order of the uni¬ 
verse and consciousness. 
However, the most con¬ 
troversial and the most 
philosophical argument 
for the existence of 
God is the Ontological 
Argument, devised by 
Anselm of Canterbury 
(1033-1109) as the sim¬ 
plest explanation for 
God’s existence. It is far 
from simple. It is so pro¬ 
found that non-thinkers 
dismiss it as a riddle. 

In brief it goes like 
this: It is greater for 
something to exist in 
thought and in reality 
rather than in thought 
only. Since God is that 
which a greater can¬ 
not be thought then in 
reality he must exist 
because it would be 
impossible to have the 
thought of a greater 
than God. 

Lastly, men can look 
at any object and can 
tell that either nature 
or man made it. How 
can one look at the uni¬ 
verse as a whole includ¬ 
ing life and dismiss its 
cause as not existing? 

Is this not the ultimate 
absurdity?

Conway's office finds in newspaper's favor on ECC appraisal

The Kentucky state attor¬ 
ney general’s office recently 
ruled in favor of The Ander¬ 
son News’ appeal to view the 
Early Childhood Center’s 
property appraisal, stating the 
Board of Education improper¬ 
ly denied public access to the 
documents. 

According to the attorney 
general’s official open records 
decision, the Board of Educa¬ 
tion “improperly denied” Pub¬ 


lisher and Editor Ben Carlson’s 
request to view the former 
Early Childhood Center’s 
appraisal of property because 
of the board’s actions in adver¬ 
tising, receiving and voting to 
accept bids. 

In late June the Board of 
Education approved a $75,100 
open bid offer from the Chris¬ 
tian Academy to purchase the 
former Early Childhood Cen¬ 
ter on Main Street, including 
its 46,000 square foot building 


and 7.5 acres of land. 

After receiving verbal 
confirmation of the ECC’s 
appraisal amount from Super¬ 
intendent Sheila Mitchell, The 
Anderson News requested an 
e-mail copy of the most recent 
appraisal, a request later 
denied by Mitchell. 

The newspaper formally 
requested to view the apprais¬ 
al documents for a second time 
through the Open Records Act, 
but was denied again by the 
Board of Education. 

The Board of Education 
denied the newspaper’s third 
request, stating that the 


appraisal documents were 
exempt from public inspec¬ 
tion through KRS 61.878(l)(j) 
because “the Early Childhood 
Center property transfer is still 
in the preliminary stages and 
had not been fully acquired 
by the bidder,” according to 
the state attorney’s office. 

The Anderson News then 
appealed the Board of Educa¬ 
tion’s decision to the State 
Attorney General Jack Con¬ 
way’s office for final ruling. 

The attorney general’s 
office said it “disagreed with 
the board’s analysis” and 
found that the Kentucky 


Revised Statute cited by the 
Board, which exempts prelimi¬ 
nary documents in property 
transactions from being pub¬ 
licly viewed, did not apply to 
the ECC appraisal in question: 

“The Anderson County 
Board of Education has adver¬ 
tised for bids, received bids, 
and, by formal and in our view 
final action, voted to accept 
a bid.lt has entered into a 
purchase agreement with the 
purchaser. 

“The protection from public 
disclosure afforded by KRS 
61.878(l)(j) ceased when the 
board conducted this vote.”

Taxpayers on hook to fix road years after bond cashed 


Lower tax rate 
would generate 
more money for 
school district 


Dewey Drive repairs will cost 
$4,500 more than value of bond

One bond was cashed in 12 years 
ago, but the work it was supposed to 
pay for was never done. 

Another bond, this one to fix the 
small road that leads to 4 Way Stop 
and Go and Century 21 off Frankfort 
Road, means taxpayers will be on the 
hook for thousands to make repairs. 

Both problems surfaced following 
last Tuesday’s meeting of the Ander¬ 
son County Fiscal Court. 

During the meeting, Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Conway told 
magistrates that the county is now 
on the hook to repair a 50-foot by 
50-foot section at the end of Paula 
Drive in the Glenview Subdivision.

Preliminary data show that 1 percent 
rate drop would result in $62,000 gain

Preliminary numbers show that the 
school board can lower the tax rate prop¬ 
erty owners pay in the coming year while 
receiving more total revenue. 

The numbers, released last Friday by 
Anderson County Property Value Admin¬ 
istrator Brian Stivers, show that a so-called 
“compensating” rate would lower the rate 
on real estate from $5.52 per $1,000 assessed 
value to $5.48, a drop of about 1 percent. 

Even with the rate drop, the district 
would collect around $62,000 more than it 
did the previous year. 

Driving that increase is a total assess¬ 
ment increase of around $21 million, 
including about $5 million in real estate 
and $16 million in tangible property. 

The tax rate is generally set in August 
for inclusion on property tax bills mailed 
out in early October. Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell said Monday that setting the rate 
will not be on the board’s agenda for its 
Monday, Aug. 20 meeting, but that the rate 
will be discussed in a 5:30 p.m. work session 
before the meeting, which starts at 7. 

The school board has left its rate flat in 
each of the past three years, which is also 
an option and would generate even more 
revenue. 

The maximum revenue increase the 
board can approve without being subjected 
to a possible public referendum is 4 per¬ 
cent. That would drive the tax rate up to 
$5.69 per $1,000 assessed value, an increase 
of around 3 percent. 

Doing so would generate about $370,000 
more revenue than the previous year.

The city council unanimously 
approved more than $318,000 in paving 
projects and a replacement chlorinator 
for the city’s water plant at its month¬ 
ly meeting on Aug. 13.

The council also approved a $178,000 
bid for a new chlorinator system from 
Process Solutions for the Lawrence- 
burg water plant. 

The city council held a special- 
called meeting on July 22 to discuss 
the pros and cons of purchasing a 
new chlorinator for the water plant 
to replace its current, nine-year-old 
system. 

Danny Collins, Lawrenceburg water 
plant supervisor, estimated that replac¬ 
ing the chlorinator will cost the city 
about $173,000-$200,000, including no 
more than $400 in electrical work. 

Mayor Edwinna Baker said during 
the special-called meeting that fund¬ 


ing for the new equipment would 
come out of depreciation funds.

The council voted to accept the 
departmental report from the historic 
district, presented by city attorney 
Robert Myles in George Geoghegan’s 
absence.

Charges dismissed for woman who alleged police coercion

Charges against a Law¬ 
renceburg woman who 
claimed police pointed a gun 
at her to force her to confess 
to a crime were dismissed just 
before she was supposed to 
stand trial last Wednesday 
morning.

Zachary Pen- 
well, allegedly 
shot himself in 
the leg to avoid 
paying rent and 
claimed he was 
robbed. 

David Nut- 
grass, a pros¬ 
ecutor with the 
Anderson County attorney’s 


office, explained why the 
charges against Hume were 
dropped. 

“I sat down with Ms. Hume, 
her attorney, and the investi¬ 
gating KSP detective, and at 
the end of that meeting, the 
detective and I agreed that Ms. 
Hume had no desire to mislead 
the detective when she made 
the statement for which she 
was charged, and that we were 


comfortable with dismissing 
the case,” Nutgrass said in a 
written statement. 

Along with the allegation 
about a gun, Hume alleged 
that police threatened to take 
away her children and expose 
her alleged drug habit if she 
didn’t admit that she knew 
Pen well’s shooting was staged. 

Hume’s attorney, Sheilah

two days before the 
first day of school on 
Aug. 15. “I’ve never been 
much for school. I get 
good grades, but I haven’t 
been all that into it.” 

Homework and classes 
won’t be what he’s going 
to miss most about high 
school, anyway. It’ll be 
the people. 

“Because there’s two 
completely opposite 
ends of the spectrum — 
the ‘scene’ kids and the 
dip-spitting rednecks,” 
Hutchens said about the 
senior class. “I 
talk to people 
from both 
ends. I have 
friends from 
anywhere 
between 
there and 
they’re both 
great.” 

One of 
his friends, 
recent high 
school graduate Shawn 
Callahan, will be headed 
to Marine Corps basic 
training in a few weeks. 
Hutchens said he plans 
on writing letters to Cal¬ 
lahan to learn each phase 
of basic training is like.

“It just sort of fore¬ 
shadows what I’m going 
to be like,” Cubert said 
with a laugh. 

Cubert moved away 
from Anderson County 
in the eighth grade to 
Indiana, coming back 
to Lawrenceburg in the 
middle of her junior year. 

Although she attend¬ 
ed elementary and 
middle school with her 
Anderson County class¬ 
mates, Cubert said she 
did most of her growing 
up back in Indiana. 

Coming back to finish 
high school in Kentucky 
does bring her full circle, 
she said. She’ll be gradu¬ 
ating with her elemen¬ 
tary school classmates, 
including best friend 
Megan Montgomery, who 
she met on that first day 
of kindergarten.

“I’m not the most 
prepared, definitely,” she 
said about planning for 
post high school life. “I’ve 
thought a lot of about it, 
which is probably bet¬ 
ter than not doing any¬ 
thing.” 

She knows her class¬ 
mates anticipate this first 
day of the last year with 
more than a little trepi¬ 
dation. 

“I think everybody’s 
pretty worried,” Cubert 
said of her class’s concern

And there’s the matter 
of deciding what major 
she’d like to pursue in 
college. 

“They tell me not 
to worry.

He’s worked hard to 
get to where he is now, 
Baird said, and is looking 
at his last first day of 
high school with some 
sadness, but proud of 
what he’s accomplished. 

“It’s the hardest work 
I’ve ever done but it’s 
been all worth it,” he 
said. “You learn a lot 
more about yourself 
and your friends in high 
school.” 

When he graduates 
from Anderson County 
High School, Baird said 
he’d like to be remem¬ 
bered for the person he’s 
become — “a student 
who kind of started off 
with very little growing 
up, and now today has so 
much.” 

“I feel like there’s a 
lot more meaning to 
this year, 
you want 
to make it 
something to 
remember, 
whatever 
happens,” he 
said. “I think 
this being 
the last year, 
there’s a lot 
more signifi¬ 
cance." 

The Class of 2013 
(although Baird said he 
couldn’t speak for his 
entire grade) seems to be 
prepared for the future, 
good or bad, according to 
Baird. 

“I think we have 
enough confidence that 
we don’t go to arrogance,” 
Baird said of his class, 
which he described as 
“clever” and “creative.” 
“But I’ve always been 
taught: ‘failure isn’t 
when you fall down, it’s 
when you stay down.’”

It is a simple work 
ethic learned from a hard-working 
family. “We try to do everything as 
hard as we can, whether it is at home,

Hayes says.

If the Bearcats can pull it together 
again in 2012, their season can be as 
exciting as a concert by one of Gran¬ 
ville Hayes’ favorite groups. 

It was suggested that when Hayes 
scores a touchdown this fall, maybe 
the Anderson County band can play a 
little of that country music, too. 

Elvira. My heart’s on fire for Elvira. 
Giddyup. Oom boppa mow mow. 

Hayes laughed a bit. “That would 
be nice,” he said, with big smile. 

But, as far as Anderson County 
football is concerned, winning in har¬ 
mony would be even nicer.

“In the last game we 
missed on eight. 

“You can’t give points away 
like that. You only have so many 
points.”

ated extended volleys and record¬ 
ed aces.

New Bearcat soccer coach confident, enjoying team

There is always uncertainty 
when change is involved. The 
Anderson County boys’ soccer 
program is no exception. 

Mike Brody who had been 
guiding Louisville Central for 
the last five years, has taken 
over the reins of the Bearcat 
program after long-time coach 
Brett Morris stepped down. 
Morris had led Anderson to six 
consecutive winning seasons, 
including an 11-10 mark last 
year. 

Brody, a paraprofessional, 
steps into a program that has 
some good talent but will be 
meshing new players into the 
rotation while learning a new 
system. 

On the other hand, the 
Bearcats will be in uncharted 
territory, widely perceived to 
be favorable to their post-sea- 
son chances with a new state¬ 
wide alignment that is largely 
the same as the state basket¬ 
ball and baseball set-up. While 
they are still on the schedule, 
Franklin County, Western Hills 
and perennial power Woodford 
County are no longer district 
foes. Collins, Shelby County 
and Spencer County are. 

Brody believes he has been 
given control of a program 
with a strong foundation. “I 
was looking for something 
more competitive,” he says 
of his move from Louisville 
to Anderson. “At Central, my 
mission was to give some sense 
of order. We might have had 13 
or 14 players. It was very dif¬ 
ficult to raise the level of the 
program. My players changed 


from year-to-year.” 

At Central, Brody only 
compiled a 24-49-5 record in 
five seasons, according to the 
KHSAA website. His team was 
also placed in a district with 
state powers St. Xavier, Male 
and duPont Manual. 

Brody, who runs his own 
business, was much more 
successful in two years (2004- 
2005) as girls’ soccer coach at 
Spencer County. While records 
are incomplete on his first 
year there, the Lady Bears 
went 10-6-2 in 2005. 

At Anderson, the founda¬ 
tion is much stronger. Num¬ 
bers are better with 25 players 


out. “Generally speaking, the 
skill level is good,” Brody says. 
“They have a high soccer IQ, 
They follow the game.” 

Still, it is a difficult transi¬ 
tion for a group that has had 
one system for its entire scho¬ 
lastic career to one with a dif¬ 
ferent philosophy. Brody also 
got a late start in implement¬ 
ing his style as he was not 
hired until mid-June. He was 
able to go to team camp with 
the Bearcats. 

“Once they understand the 
system, it can take them to a 
high level of play,” Brody says. 

While he prefers not to 
publish details of the system, 


Brody says the alignment is 
one that is seen at the college 
and professional levels. “It is 
not something I invented,” he 
chuckles. 

“Our system is strong defen¬ 
sively in transitioning from 
defense to offense,” he says. 

Brody is very high on senior 
midfielders Will Schaefer and 
Josh Brogan as well as defend¬ 
er Ethan Woodrow, another 
senior. 

Forwards Garrett Pritchert, 
a junior, and Josh Brogan, a 
senior return as does junior 
mid-fielder David Simmons. 
Brody is also excited about the 
play of sophomore midfielder 
Corey Smith. 

Seniors Ross Ratliff, Drew 
Whitworth and Luke Smith 
are also back along with 
juniors Joe Rose and Daniel 
Peach. 

Sophomores Clayton Bar¬ 
nett and Jordan Thompson are 
expected to be in the net. 

Statistics from last season 
were not available to The 
Anderson News. 

Brody says his system is 
sophisticated but has a very 
elementary basis. “My philoso¬ 
phy is that when we have the 
ball, all are on offense. When 
they have the ball, everyone 
is on defense. Everybody will 
have an offensive and defen¬ 
sive role. The idea is to get 
the ball and transition it to 
offense.” 

Anderson was to open 
the season Tuesday at home 
against Sayre, but has big dis¬ 
trict games at Spencer County 
on Thursday, Aug. 16, and at 
home with Collins on Satur-

1987 being the other. 

It was incorrect. Anderson 
advanced played Richmond 
Madison for the regional title 
in 1972. At that time, however, 
only the district champions 
made it to the state playoffs. 
When the Bearcats hosted the 
Purples in the first playoff 
game, it was the regional final. 

Statistically, those Bearcats 
were good. Very good. But reli¬ 
able records simply do not 
exist. For example, Ronald 
McKee might have been the 
best punter ever at Anderson 
County. Some long-time fans 
swear he averaged 40 yards a 
kick. 

For several years, this paper 
reported that Mike Russell, 
who was a freshman reserve 
in 1972, was Anderson’s first 
thousand-yard passer when 
he became a starter the fol¬ 
lowing year. Long-time fans 
and members of the 72 team 
believe he was really fol¬ 
lowing in his predecessor’s 
footsteps in an era when high 
school teams rarely threw over 
15 times a game. 

“I believe Kelly Hawkins 
had well over a thousand 
yards passing,” remembers Jeff 
Kays, a senior on that 72 team. 

“We had a pro-style offense 
and threw quite a bit,” remem¬ 
bers Barry Birdwhistell, anoth¬ 
er senior in the fall of 1972. 

“We had some great receivers. 
Ronald McKee. Philip Hoskins. 
Anthony Stratton caught the 
ball out of the backfield. I am 
pretty sure Kelly had over a 
thousand.” 

The problem is, if records 
are out there, the right person 
has not seen them. 

Stratton, an all-state run¬ 
ning back in 1972 and 1973, 
was known to have over 2,300 
all-purpose yards in that dis¬ 
trict championship season and 
scored 240 points in his career. 

How impressive was that? 
Those records stood at Ander¬ 
son until Ethan Kelly eclipsed 
both marks in a high-octane 
attack last year. 

For 39 years, Stratton’s 
numbers stood as the standard 
for Anderson backs. 


But while the world was 
dealing with Watergate and 
Vietnam, 33 young men either 
worked jobs in town or worked 
in hay all day before gather¬ 
ing for football practice. On 
the pages of The Anderson 
News, A&L Farm Service ran 
a special on a 24-bottle case 
of Pepsi or Mountain Dew for 
$1.69 with 10 gallons of gas. 
The A&P downtown was sell¬ 
ing four loaves of bread for 89 
cents. 

On the football field, not 
much was expected, though. 
The Bearcats had not had a 
winning season since the great 
1968 team had gone 9-1-1 and 
had finished only 2-8 in 1971. 

“I still remember having 
some conversations with Kelly 
Hawkins, Ray Cunningham 
and Tom McDonald before the 
season,” Jeff Kays says. “We 
were determined we were not 
going to go out losers. Every¬ 
body thought, ‘We are tired of 
losing.’” 

The head coach, Dutch 
Ishmael, had winning in his 
bloodlines. He’d been a great 
high school player at Mt. Ster¬ 


ling and had gone on to the 
University of Kentucky. He 
had only one returning assis¬ 
tant coach, Jim Lindsey, but 
had a pair of young guys help¬ 
ing. Larry Barnett, who had 
served in Vietnam, and Steve 
Barriger, fresh out of Western 
Kentucky University. 

“Most of the guys were 
scared of Larry Barnett,” Jeff 
Kays says with a laugh. “I 
wasn’t. But Larry could get 
emotional.” 

“One thing I remember is 
that the coaches were really 
calm in pre-season,” said Bird¬ 
whistell, who is now an attor¬ 
ney in Elizabethtown. “They 
didn’t yell much at all. But we 
were all in shape. I think UK 
had this circuit for condition¬ 
ing and we were doing that.” 

The 1972 Bearcats finished 
the year with eight wins, but 
it was a season-opening loss at 
Woodford County, at the time 
a state powerhouse, that made 
the Bearcats realize things 
could be vastly different. 

By nearly all accounts, 
Anderson had played the 
socks off the Yellow Jackets. 


According to The Anderson 
News account of the game, 
the Bearcats took an 18-16 lead 
with just under five minutes 
left when Hawkins connected 
with Hoskins for a touchdown. 

But disaster struck after the 
Bearcats stopped a Woodford 
drive inside the Anderson 10 
with less than a minute to go. 
Anderson fumbled while try¬ 
ing to run out the clock and 
Woodford scored the game¬ 
winning touchdown on a pass 
with three seconds to play. 

The Bearcats regrouped 
to rout Boyle County, Mercer 
County, Garrard County and 
Stanford before an 8-6 loss at 
Shelbyville. They regrouped 
again to rout Harrodsburg, 
which had beaten Anderson 
51-0 the year before, George¬ 
town, Washington County and 
Jessamine County in the regu¬ 
lar season. 

“Six points and a few sec¬ 
onds from a perfect season,” 
Jeff Kays said. 

Ironically, much of the talk 
around town and on the pages 
of The Anderson News dealt 
more with the old Central 
Kentucky Conference than 
the impending district cham¬ 
pionship. It was only after 
the Bearcats clinched with 
a 29-19 comeback win over a 
very good Washington County 
team that it appears the town 
finally begain to realize how 
special the year was. 

Richmond Madison, a team 
loaded with major college 
prospects, ended the dream 
with a 53-7 rout in the regional 
championship game. 

“They were just so big and 
so fast everywhere,” Birdwhis¬ 
tell remembers. “One of their 
tackles, Robbie Morton, played 
at Tennessee.” 

“We were just terribly over¬ 
matched,” Jeff Kays smiles. 

But the record still remains: 
In 1972, Anderson County foot¬ 
ball really was tired of losing. 

There really was no magic 
wand. It was just hard work 
and camaraderie. 

“We were all so close,” Bird¬ 
whistell recalls. “Ray Cunning¬ 
ham lived in Tyrone and we 
would all go down there and 
go swimming. 

“As individuals, we really 
weren’t that good. I don’t think 
anyone played college football.
